Ottawa.—There were 491 industrial 
accidents recorded by the department 
of labor durimg January, of them 100 
were fatal and 391 received serious 
injuries. Compared with the record 
for December the above is an increase

dente. ~ Figures for January 1912 
were 103 fatal and 531 non-fatals. The 
greatest number of fatalities were re 
corded under the headings of mining 
and railway service, there being 15 
workmen killed in the mining industry 
and 43 in railway service. Of the 
non-fatal accidents the greatest” num- 
ber occurred in the steam railway 
service and the metal trades, the fig- 
ures hav pectively 114 and 87.

‘eultural editor of The Press, 
nipeg, has achieved a national bey et 
tion as, an authority on agricultural 
topios, with parti reference to the 
roduction - n and live stock. 
er most noteworthy accomplish- 
ments, as far as the yeneral public is 
concerned, have been in connection 
with the inspection 6{ growing crops 
in the prairie provinces. In her ca- 
pucity as commervias editor she spent 
a large portion of each summer dar-, 
ing the past eight years in traveling 
through the various graiu districts in 
order to reach an accurate conclusion 
regarding the crop outlook. The pres- 
ent season-has been the first in which 
Miss Hind has not undertaken these 
trips, and only the,great extension of 
settlement and cultivation has made 
necessary thé discontinuance of this 
important work. .n 

It 1s no small task to calculate the 
probable output of wheat over an 
acreage of five to ten million distribut- 
ed through a territory of 200,000,000 
acres, but a summary of what Miss 
Hind has been able to do in this re- 
spect will give the best idea of her 
efficiency. From 1904 to 1911 she made 
an annual estimate about harvest 
time, Of course, it was not until one 
year later that there was an oppor- 
tunity to compare her figures with the 
official ‘returns of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. During that othe total! 
yield of wheat increased from 54,390, 
678 to 181,751,017 bushels, so that there 
was plenty of room to make a mistake. 
In 1904 Miss Hind’s figures were with- 
in 700,000 bushels of the actual output 
as tabulated a year later. In 1905 
she was about. 500,000 bushels out, in 
1907, 300,000 bushels, and in 1909, 600,- 
000 bushels. In the other years her 
estimates were from three to four mil- 
lion “serge astray, but these were 

in which the work of calcula- 
tion was particularly difficult on ac- 
count.of the rapid increase in; acreage 
an unusual variety of weather 
conditions. 

Miss Hind was born in Toronto, and 
is descended from United Empire: Loy- 
alist steck. She was brought up on 
her grandfather’s farm in the County 
of Grey and went to Winnipeg just 
after the famous boom of 1882.

; capacity she made the first typewritten

The expert knowledge gained by 
Miss Hind in her newspaper work haa 
made her a welcome and popular Visi- 
tor at fairs, stock shows and other 
exhibitions where the best displays 
are to be seen. “She is as well known 
at the International Live Stock Show 
at Chicago as she is at the Brandon 
| Winter Fair. She has taken a promi- 
| nent part in the activities of the Can- 
adian Women’s Press Club, and 1s 
generally interested in any movement 
that.has for its object a closer recogni- 
tion of the important part that women 


| can play. in business life. 


National Playgrounds. 


A new policy has been developed by 
the Forestry Denartment of the Do- 
minion Government which promises 
to be very popular: in the west, There 
hes heen established a new branch 
| which will be known as t.e bureau 
of national playgrounds. Hitherto 
the forest. preserves-of the Dominion 
| Government have been' purely for the 
| purpose of saving the timber and wild 
animals. Now the idea of maintain- 
ing many of these reserves as pleasure 
and health resorts is develoned and 
suitable portions will be set anart as 
playgrounds { r the people. The first 
experiment of this kind was made 
‘this summer in the Turtle mountain 
reserve in Manitoba, where the plan 
has proved popular. It will be car- 
ried out on @& more extensive scale 
next year, Requests have already 
| been made to have playgrounds estab- 
lished at Duck mountain and Riding 
| mountain reserves in the Prairie Prov- 
ince and also for the establishment 
| of a playground and health resort at 
' Spruce Woods reserve, southwest of 
' Prince Albert. ’

‘They will chey the 
master,with whom they have been 
brought —p, but when they wre wha 
fish or othef game, even their ‘master 
ean control them only by the exercise 
of brute force. The desired dogs for 


et ye ty purposes are those that, 
will 


obey orders given. by a white 
man; dogs that are broken into har- 
ness and are not afraid of work, dogs 
that have leagned team work. 

It is just this kind of dogs that Mrs. 
Scott raises for the market. Her ken- 
néls have only pure-blooded animals 
of carefully selected stock and from 
earliest puppyhood sne trains them in 
how to eat and how to work. When 
she gets through with an Eskimo dig 
the animal is not nearly so ferocious 
as one that just “growed up” in the 
surroundings of afi Eskimo village. 
They adapt themselves. quickiy to new 
masters and they have acquired guod 
eating manners, so that they are not 
80 likely to attack the cupboard or 
fresh game. 5 

Mrs. Seott féeds her animals no 
meat except pemmican and dried fish 
brought from Norway; a large part of 
the diet is a specially prepared biscuit. 
Her trained dogs are specially desired 
by Arctic and Antarctic expeditions 
and she has rs ing many of these 
with dogs from her Boner 


Blackwood’s Magazine. 


Not long after the “Quarteriy” was 
published, Blackwood had decided to 
establish a Tory periodical as a coun- 
terblast to The Edinburgh Review and 
its Whiggism. This ap-eared as The 
Edinburgh Monthly Magazine, under 
the editorship of Pringle and Cleg- 
horn, two incapable persons who soon 
deserted, leaving the, publisher to seek 
the aid of Lockhart and Wilson, rising 
men who became respectively the bio- 
grapher of Scott and his son-in-law, 
‘and “‘Christopher North,” the great m- 
val of Jeffrey as a.critical slasher. 

The first attempt came to an end, 
but. in 1817 “Blackwood’s Magazine’ 
appeared, and Mrs. Oliphant, the his- 
torian of the Hpuse, draws a delight- 
ful picture of the eager and ambitious 
young editor hastening home and pre- 
senting the first copy to his wife with 
the words: “‘There is that which wil! 
give you what is your due, what I 
always wished you to have.”’ 

But there was tribulation before the 
publisher by reason of the famous sa- 
tire upon the celebrities of Auld Ree- 
kie, known as #keyj‘Chaldee Manu- 
script,”’ a piece of violent and high- 
spirited fun written after the manner 
of the Scriptures. Legal threats fol- 
lowed, and probably swallowed up the 
profits of an enormous sale. . 

Later came ‘“‘North’s” attacks on 
Wordsworth and. “The Cockney 
School,’’ with Leigh Hunt at the head. 
It was foolishly said that Blackwood s 
review helped to kill Keats. If this 

were so (then or now) few authors 
| would survive their first book.—T.P.’s 
Weekly. 


Literary M.P.'s. 
In the days of pocket-boroughs a 
man of letters could go into Parlia- 
ment as the nominee of some great 
land-owner, and do his duty to the 
Government, or against it. Looking 
| back to the early years of the eight- 
|eenth century, Steele and Addison 
“Mand out conspicuously on the Tory 
side, and later Sheridan and Edmund 
| Burke are very prominent amongst the 
| Whigs. (Gibbon, too, sat in the House 
| of Commons—a silent supporter of the 
Tories.) But with the rise of a popu-

| Parjiament, and often. enough it is 
| rather in spite of a literary reputation 
than because of it that a man of let- 
ters wins the favor of his constitu- 
ency: The ~~iversities are no excen- 
tion, though the names of Lecky, Dr. 
Jebb, Prof. Putcher, and Sir William 
| Anson may be cited as evidence that 
men of learning are sometimes elected 
| to the House of Commons by the Mas- 
| ters of Arts, who enjoy special repre- 
sentation at Westminster. It would 
be a difficult job to find four M.P.'s 
in the nineeeenth century of the high 
| literary rank of Steele, Addison, 
| Burke; and Sheridan.—Joseph Clay-

of his hands and Scott was launched 
upon the ‘path. that. led to the trials 
and tragedy of his. later life. }

The 
Australians of his day, however, were 
many of thei ex-convicts or‘the de- 
scendants of such, and these did not 
regard his offence as reflecting on his 
honor in any way, while the romantic 


circumstances surrounding it gained | 


him many, sympathizers among the 
ordinary colonists. On his release 
these rallied round him, and before 
long he became the most powerful! 
political personage in the sub-contin- 
ent.- : 

Yet another old convict who rose 
through politics to high honor in 
Australia, after having served out 
there the sentence of imprisonment 

on him, was Dr. O'Doherty.
